Ottawa. May 10th, 1872 
lu my luat commuaicaUon I 
tbo readers of tho Colonist a descrip- 
tion of the opoaiDg of the Dominion 
l'arliftmont, and ad?iBed them of the 
passage of tho address in roply to the 
Speech from tho Throne, which was 
moved, as you will remombor, by one 
of your representatives. Formerly tho 
practice in tbo old Canadian Assembly 
was to discuss tho policy of the Admin- 
istration before tho passing of tho ad. 
dreg?, and (rovornmenta were anetaiood 
or defeated on the political 'bill of fare' 
which HiBEsoollonoynubmitted. Should 
tlio Ministry bo BaBtaine'J, then a boo 
ond discoBsion was always euro 10 
follow on the measures thoaiBolvos when 
they were|brought down— and thus val- 
uable time was frittered away and tbo 
burthens of tho country materially in- 
creased by almOBt endless talk and 
legislation, Tho seBsions wore always 
oxceodingly long — never Iobs than throe 
— and sometimes over five monthe. As 
members were at that time paid at ho 
rate of SO por diem, and tho two houses 
numbered altogeihor about 200, you 
may form some idea of tbo exponaos 
attending tho annual tneoting of ihe 
'jeaomblod wisdom' of the country. 
Sinco (Confederation, howovorj tho 
English praotico has been adopted ; tho 
address Is invariably allowed to pass 
with littlo or no commont, and tho 
opposition resorvo their 'thunder' until 
tho proper time, The result as, you may 
readily imagine, is a largo saving of 
timo and money. As regards this 
question of speaking in Parliament, 
Conledoration has alBo eflootod an im- 
provement. Now tho timo of tho houuo 
is rarely ooenpiod by the illiterate porn* 
^oue nonentity, who would, in tho days 
of our Provincial oxistence, spin out 
bis absurdities by tho hour. Nothing 
oftho kind wonld be toleratod in tho 
liouse'of Commons. Under tho new 
regime no ono is accorded a 
patient hoaring unless hehas something 
to say worth listening to, and unless he 
can express himself with clearness ond 
eomo degreo of force. En passant, I 
may remark that ono or two of tho 
British Columbia membors have already 
gained a roputitionfor oratorical ability, 
Mr Nathan is spoken of 'as a young 
gentleman of much promiso as a pab- 
lia speaker/ and Mr DeCosmos and 
,Mr Thompson havo also boon roferrod 
to in the public prints in a compliment- 
ory way, Tho other gentleman from 
your Province we havenot yet heard, 
but, doubtless, soon will. 

Tho House of Commons has now set 
tied fairly down to work. All tho 
ministerial moasores and department 
oports have beon brought down. Sir 
Franois Hincks has also delivered bis 
Budgot, by which wo aro all delighted 
. to learn Shut the country was never in aucb 
a prosperous condition,' and a thump, 
iug fat surplus has been aeoumulated 
iu the Troasuary chest. This, I may 
eay, is another improvement that Con* 
f edoratlon has brought about. Under 
tho old order of things our expenditure 
always exceeded our revenuo and we 
were always in difficulties, Now, thanks 
to tho financial skill of our admirable 
Canadian Chancellor of the Exchequer, 
all this bus been rovor8ed,and everything 
a bright and prosperous. 

Tho great question before Parliament 
during the past week has beau tho Wash- 
ington Treaty, a Bill for giving effjot 
to which wrs introduced yesterday by 
Sir John Maodonald, in a speooh of five 
hours length, which baa boon truthfully 
described by tho Montreal Gazette as 
tho ablest over dolivored in tho Cana- 
dian Parliament. Tbo honorable and 
gallant speakor was in a vory weak 
physical condition, having not yot fairly 
recovered from the perilous illness which 
proatr.-ted him during tho summor 
of 1870 ; bejides, ho was almost weigh- 
eel down by the onormoiiB responsibility 
re-ting upon him. Tbo whole question, 
ns ho well put it, was Peace or War— 
and for tho sake of Peaco and for 
the sake of the Empire, whoso right arm 
we hoped to be, in eloquent and ani- 
mated terms be called upon his country- 
men , as a matter of duty, to support 
the Treaty notwiths'.andi gall its do- 
feots, Ho was frequently applauded 
during the delivery of his woodarful ifiart, 
qd ; on closing, wnfJ f "i f 'v ovor wholmed with 
enthusiastic pUudiiS. His epoeoh occupion 
nearly nix columns uf the daily papers, and 
id balog enRorly road ihroagboot she leogth 
and breadth ol the country. Mr. Macken- 
zie followed tho Premier, bat his ipeech, 
lull of lb a usual number o( amall and uopo- 
Iriotie coosideratioDB which fraqaently cbar- 
Bolerize the Opposition leader's utterances, 
was exceedingly tame and speedily oleared 
the benches and «allericB. From all tint 1 
onn learn, the Treaty is suro to paris— the 
uuarantee ol two and n-balf mllllooB lor tno 
oonstuietioo of the Pacific Railway goin^ a 
lone wny to reconcile the peoples' repfeient- 
utivea to some of its harsh aud unfair provn- 

""ibava referred to tho Departmental Re- 
porm submitted to Parliament.

Columbia is therefore just what might be 
expected from him — admirably written, 
oleverly arranged, aDd replete with informa- 
tion on all subjects wbiohthe peopleand Par- 
liament of Canada ought to know conoorning 
the "Empire Province." The wonder is 
where tie could have obtained eo many valu- 
able facts and duti, and when obtained , how 
he could tounutimo, with all his other duties 
before him, to arrange ihemio suoh admirable 
ordor. As regards the Pacific Railway Survey 
it will be good nowsto all Uanadiansto know 
that the l eports of Mr. Fleming show thai 
no enginoermg difficulties have beon met with 
in passing from the Valley ol the O taw* to 
Laktf .Superior. Easterly from the river 
Neopigon, one hundred railoe, theoountry i«, 
however, excessively rough and mountainous, 
and tho exploration did not result in finding 
a practical liue for the railway.

1 have already roferred to the loot that 
several "rings' (i. e., pereots osiooiated to 
gether for business purposns), havo been 
formed for tho purpose of tinrfodag for the 
cors'ruetion of our great national road. The 
Oovornraer.t, bb 1 am iolormed, have resolv 
ed to build tbo road by incorporated com 
panics who may oontract for Ihe purpose and 
worts the railway after iticoostruciion. This 
plan has never been tried belore, and it is to 
be hoped it will prove advantageous to tue 
country. At present tho 'rings' 1 havo 
mootioned havo resolved themselvrg into 
two, one in ToroDto and ooa in Montreal 
The Toronto 'ring' is composed largely ol 
Weetorn Grits, who havo never been knawn 
io cormeetion with any business er tsrprise of 
uouaaal magniiudeor impo'Unoa — and whose 
names, with the exception o! one or two, do 
n t inspire a very large dogroe ol coofldenoe 
in the poblio miod.

age." Respecting Victoria , harbour he 
suggests "Should the Canadian Government 
cttuso this work (the dredging) to bo carried 
out, the mud and stones removod in dredging 
tbo harbor might be deposited in that part of 
it which is called James' Boy, which baa a 
superficial extont of some ten acreB, and whioh 
might then become a valuable property. The 
local Ciavornment should transfer that pro* 
perty to tho Federal CVoverumant, or should 
contribute to the cost of dredging in considera- 
tion of fames' Bay being made tho placo of 
deposit of tbe material dredged up, and «c» 
quiring thereby a couaiderabla value." Tho 
construction of the Graving Dock at Esqui- 
mau is urged as nn absolute necussity. The 
Railway is dwelt on at lenRth and with great 
force; the advantages o! the r-juto ovor Ameri- 
can onea baing clearly pointed out, and the 
importance of reaching Esquimalt is not over 3 
looked. Roferring to the proposed croHsing 
at Seymour Narrows tha Roport says: "Tbe 
Strait is from 1800 to 2000 feet in width, with 
a current runniag from aix to eight knots an 
hour. The depth varies from seventeen to 
sixty fathoms, and the tide rises about thir- 
teen foot. At a distance of from GuO to 800 
(cot (one-third "of tho entire distance be- 
tween tho two shores) from ValdeB Island 
which, with Vancouver Uland forms tbe 
strait at tbis point, thoro is a rock 
whioh is said only t) have been dieoovertd 
two years ago. At low tide there is eighteen 
feet of water over tVs rock. It is oeedlesi 
to say that I was not able lo measure tho 
rock, or ascertain if it wus adapted to serve 
as tha foundation of the pier of a bri jgo over 
which the trains of the Paoifio Railway 
might pets. If after examinatnn it is lound 
that this rook may serve as tbe foundation of 
such a pier, it Is Iiksly that the problem of 
a bridge at this point will havo been favor- 
ably solved. The olifls at this part of the 
etrait appe»r to be from 100 to 125 feet high." 
The poitil service, tha population, market 
rates, wages, imports, expor s, San Juan, 
all oomo io lor their s uite of alter. tioo. lo 
short, nothing appears to have been missed. 
Tbe Report is thorough, obla, exhaustive, 
und one wonders how bo much ceuld have 
besn grasped in eo little timo. In alluding 
io tbe onorgy and penotrttion of tbo Minis- 
ter of vVorks when he was here, wo ventured 
to think that he would, in ihe few days he 
wae here, know more abont the country than 
those who had spect a decade in it. He ac- 
quired the knowledge, and be hes printed

Our Postal Service 



The I, P.R, Survey. 



The arrival of Mr De»e, Chief Inspector of 
tba Dominion Postal Service.inaures athorough 
reformation in tbe system, aa far as this Pro-, 
vince is ooncernsd. Now mail routes will be 
established and tho present ones extended as 
far as may be found practicable and noceasary. 
The practice of dotiining two weeks' mail nt 
San Franciaeo until tbe departure of tho 1'rinco 
Alfred for this port will ho discontinued, and 
tho mail received thero for (one ween subse- 
quent to tbe departure of tho steamer on each 
nemismonthly trip will bo forwarded daily to 
Olympia, and thence brought here twice a 
week by the Nortb Pacific. We understand, 
also, that freBh contracts will be entered into 
for the Ocean and Sound services. II we may 
venture to do so, wo would suggest that the 
ocean service be contractod for for a period 
not longer than two years, beforo tbo eipira. 
tion of which time tho railway will bo com- 
pleted from the Souud to San Francisco, and 
tbe monoy now oxpendod on steamships may 
bo used in subsidizing n daily boat between 
this port and tbe terminus.
